America Must Help Friends 
or See Them Drift Over to 
Russian Side, Says Marsha!!

That'was a stern warning 
re- 
garding the dangers of the Euro- 
pean crisis ' which Secretary 
of 
St/ite Marshall gave us in his 
ad- 
dress before tne conference 
of 
governors at Salt Lake City. 
"There is no blinking the 
fact 
that this country now stands at a 
turning point in its relations to its 
traditional friends among the na- 
tions of the old world," said Mar- 
shall. "Either it must 
finish 
the 
task of assisting those countries to 
adjust themselves to the changed 
demands of a new age, or it must 
reconcile itscll .to 
seeing 
them 
move in directions which are con- 
sistent neither with their own, 


"In the later case the 
United 
States would be faced with a rad- 
ical alteration of its own position in 
the world. I ask you to 
consider 


most carefully the implications of 
such a development for the future 
prosperity and 
security 
of 
our 
country." 


The General has left us to dot the 
I's and cross the T's, but thats not 
difficult. If we don't help the still 
regain their feet, 
they 
will 
be 


brought under Russia's commun- 
ist domination. Thus America will 
be cut from her old friends. 
Her 


security, 
both economically 
and 
military will be weakened. 
But that's only a snap-shot of 
the threat.

Professional observers even be-

plans carried out by Marshall Sta- 
lin.

garding the dangers of the Euro- 
pean crisis ' which Secretary 
of 
St/ite Marshall gave us in his 
ad-

"There is no blinking the 
fact 
that this country now stands at a 
turning point in its relations to its 
traditional friends among the na- 
tions of the old world," said Mar- 
shall. "Either it must 
finish 
the 
task of assisting those countries to 
adjust themselves to the changed 
demands of a new age, or it must 
reconcile itscll .to 
seeing 
them 
move in directions which are con- 
sistent neither with their own, 


"In the later case the 
United 
States would be faced with a rad- 
ical alteration of its own position in 
the world. I ask you to 
consider 


most carefully the implications of 
such a development for the future 
prosperity and 
security 
of 
our 
country."

"There is no blinking the

that this country now stands at a 
turning point in its relations to its 
traditional friends among the na- 
tions of the old world," said Mar- 
shall. "Either it must 
finish 
the 
task of assisting those countries to 
adjust themselves to the changed 
demands of a new age, or it must 
reconcile itscll .to 
seeing 
them 
move in directions which are con- 
sistent neither with their own, 


"In the later case the 
United 
States would be faced with a rad- 
ical alteration of its own position in 
the world. I ask you to 
consider 


most carefully the implications of 
such a development for the future 
prosperity and 
security 
of 
our 
country."

That'was a stern warning

garding the dangers of the Euro- 
pean crisis ' which Secretary 
of 
St/ite Marshall gave us in his 
ad- 
dress before tne conference

"There is no blinking the 
fact 
that this country now stands at a 
turning point in its relations to its 
traditional friends among the na- 
tions of the old world," said Mar- 
shall. "Either it must 
finish 
the 
task of assisting those countries to 
adjust themselves to the changed 
demands of a new age, or it must 
reconcile itscll .to 
seeing 
them 
move in directions which are con- 
sistent neither with their own, 


"In the later case the 
United 
States would be faced with a rad- 
ical alteration of its own position in 
the world. I ask you to 
consider 


most carefully the implications of 
such a development for the future 
prosperity and 
security 
of 
our 
country."

traditional friends among the na- 
tions of the old world," said Mar- 
shall.

reconcile itscll .to

sistent neither with their own, 


"In the later case the 
United 
States would be faced with a rad- 
ical alteration of its own position in 
the world.

after several high-ranking Republi- 
can members first publicly pre- 
dicted and

appropriation. 


The committee did not name the 
countries but members had threat- 
ened to curb aid to Hungary and 
Poland, Russian 
satellites 
that 
have boycotted the European eco- 
nomic conference. 


3. International refugee organiza- 
tions: $71,024,900 of the $73,361,400 
sought for U. S. participation in 
this organization set up to aid dis- 
placed persons.

Part of the reduction apparently 
was intended to express congres- 
sional annoyance at Russias abil- 
ity to persuade Poland and 'Hun- 
gary to boycott 
the Paris Euro- 
pean recovery program, 


-In recommending a total outlay 


of $1353,024,900 of $195336500 less 
than President Truman asked the 
committee said there "is a limit 
to the resources of this country 
and the governments of other coun- 
tries must not expect that relief 
from the United States is 
limit- 
less. 


The .committees 
action 
came 
after several high-ranking Republi- 
can members first publicly pre- 
dicted and 
later 
privately dis- 
avowed drastic cuts in the pro- 
gram. Secretary of State Marshall 
made a personal appeal for. the 
funds at a secret . meeting with 
top leaders last week. 


On the four major items in the 
immediate foreign-aid program th,e 
committee recommended this ac- 
tion in an overall $1,603,199094 sup- 
plemental appropriation bill: 


1. Aid to Greece andjTiirkey: The 
full $400,000,000 previously author- 
ized by Congress. 


2. Relief to war-devastated coun-

(Poland, 
Austria, 
China 
Greece, Italy, Trieste and Hun- 
gary): $332,000,000 of the $350,000,- 
uoU requested.

The 
$18,00,000 cut the 
commit- 
tee said "represented the sum in- 
tended tb go to certain countries 
which have not shown a disposi- 
tion to comply with the require- 
ments Of the act authorizing the 
appropriation. 


The committee did not name the 
countries but members had threat- 
ened to curb aid to Hungary and 
Poland, Russian 
satellites 
that 
have boycotted the European eco- 
nomic conference. 


3. International refugee organiza- 
tions: $71,024,900 of the $73,361,400 
sought for U. S. participation in 
this organization set up to aid dis- 
placed persons.

said the reduction of $2336,500 rep- 
resents obligations "not mandatory 
x x x under the international agree- 
ment.

Those are the 
only foreign-aid

fell $31,217,380 below budget esti- 
mates.

Mr. Truman said in his veto mes- 
sage that when the time comes to 
lessen the wartime tax burden it 
would be reduced "on a basis that 
is fair to low income groups as 
well as to high income groups."

he 


thought the time would be ripe for 
cutting taxes, -but added: 
"I am unequivocally committed 


to the right kind of tax reduction 
at the right time." 


"The right kind of tax reduction 


must be based upon a careful con- 
sideration of all elements of 
our 
tax structure," he added. 


Mr, Truman said "there has been 


no lessening of the need to make 
substantial payments on the public 
debt." 


But Mr. Truman 
termed this 
measure "a premature and faulty 
tax reduction bill" which would in- 
ject into the tax system "inequities 
which would grealy increase the 
difficulty of making desirable re- 
visions." 


He added that the legislation is 
"at complete variance 
with the 


fundamental 
requirements 
of

good tax bill," and said, he

"compelled" to veto it. 


The president referred to inter- 


national obligations as another rea- 
son for delaying the reduction of 
taxes. He said: 


"Our responsibilities for interna- 


tional rehabilitation have an

secure lasting peace. 


"The recent refusal of 
certain 


nations to join in common endeav- 
ors to establish conditions of world 
stability increases the difficulty of 
our task and exposes us to greater 
risk."
